S HE Nuenes Maieſtie conſyderyng the returne ot no ſmall numbers of 

her faythtull Subiectes, hauyng truely and valiauntly ſerued at News 

bauen, and beyng many of the ſame ſicke, oz touched with infection of 

2 euch ſickenes as reigned there: hath thought meete, becauſe the ſame 

numbers ſhall returne to ſundzy places of her Kealme, beyng clere from 

uch contagious ſickeneſle, to wyll and require her ſayd Capteynes and 

IJ \|ſouldiours, and euery of them, to haue charitable and neyghbourly re- 

garde to the p:eſeruation of they: neyghbours from infection, and to 

ä Alkoꝛbeare foꝛ ſome ſeaſon to be conuerſaunt with any mo then of meere 

neceſſitie they — And fo2 ſuch ſouldiers as be pooꝛe, and haue any contagious ſicknes vpon them, 

beyng no other wyle pꝛouided foz, her Maieſtie earneſtly requireth, and in Gods name chargeth, the 

pꝛincipall officers, aſwell Eccleſiaſticall as Ciuill, of all Cities, Townes, and Paryſhes, where the 

ſame pooꝛe ſicke ſouldiours ſhall of neceſſitie come, to pꝛouide ſome remote places, where the ſame 

pooꝛe andlicke perſons may be ſeperated from conuerſation with other beyng whole, and hauereliefe 

by common pꝛouiſion and almes to be miniſtred and geuen by the rycher, which beſyde that chꝛiſtian 

charitie requireth it, the ſame is allo requiſite and expedient to be done by them whiche be whole and 

ryche, fo: they: owne p:eſeruation: Foz otherwyſe, they may feele the ſharpe hande of God ouer them 
ko: they: vnmercikulnes. 

And becauſe no perſons choulde of malice oꝛ ignozaunce, haue any miſlykyng of ſuch faythfull caps 
teynes and ſouldtours,as ſhall returne to they: countreys and habitations.becauſe the Towne where 
they were in garryſon, is left by compoſition to theFrenche kyng, as it was alwayes ſo intended, vp- 
pon reaſonable conditions: It is to be knowen and vnderſtand, that there wanted no trueth courage. 
noꝛ manhood in any one of the ſayde garryſon, from the hygheſt to the loweſt, who were fully, pea ra⸗ 
ther as it were obſtinatly, determined with one full allent, to haue abydden the whole fozce of Fraunce 
and they: helpers, to the vttermoſt of they: lyues. But when it pleaſed almyghtie God, agaynſt whoſe 
wyll there is no ſtandyng. to permit the ſayde garryſon to be viſited with ſo great and inceſſable plage 
of infectuous moztall ſickeneſſe, as heretofoze great noble armies haue ben. and therby foꝛced to pelde 
and decline from theyꝛ enterpziſes : Jt was thought the part and office of Chꝛiſtian wyldome, not to 
tempte the Almightie, noꝛ to contende with the incuitable inwarde moꝛtall enemie of plage,affayling 
all ſoztes, aſwell the ſtrongeſt as the weakeſt, the armed as vnarmed, the captaynes as the labourer, 
neyther repulſable by weapon, ſhot. noꝛ ingin, and therefoze ioynyng therwith the enemies offers, not 
vnreaſonable, pꝛoceadyng of the opinion which they had conceaued by the ſundꝛy ouerthꝛowes geuen 
to them by the Capteynes and ſouldiours of the garryſon, that they ſhoulde neuer gette the Towne 
without greateffuſion of bloud on both partes, wherof they had lamenta blye loſte foꝛ they: parte this 
laſt yere, in they: cyuill tumultes, moꝛe then in any warres, as it is eſteemed. vii. peres befoze. The 
Quenes Maieſtie being aduertiſed that the Conſtable of Fraunce had by meſſages ſollicited the Earle 
of warwyke,her Maieſties lieuetenaunt, a Captayne right nobly reno wmed, to come to ſome commu⸗ 
nication.foz the delyuery of the ſayde Towne, with honoꝛable conditions, whereby Chꝛiſtian bloud 
myght be ſaued on bothe partes, quietnes a peace might the rather folowe betwixt both the Kealmes:

tes of thennemy, whereof they had abidden and repulſed ſome, then to leaue the Towne by treatie. 

- «vrieriyny wiy ye countell and Captapnes there, and conſideryng her Maieſties Pꝛincely mynde 
and intention towardes the p2eſeruation of her ſubtectes, wherof he had charge, beyng in dede many- 
keſtly and ineuitably ſubiect ſtyll both to the plague,and to the enemyes appzoche,by the whiche they 
had poſleſled the entry ofthe hauen, and made ſundꝛy Bulwarkes by large bꝛeaches ſaltable,and were 
entred into the diches: was contented at length. to ſet apart they: owne great ſftomakes, and by encly⸗ 
nyng to wyl dome, to open theyꝛ eares to the Conſtables motions and offers. And ſo by treatie and ho⸗ 
noꝛable compact.accoꝛded to deliuer the Towne to the frenche king, after the ſpace of eyght dayes, oz 
mo2e,yt tyme ſo required, wherein he myght honozably, ſafely, kreelp, and warlykelp retyꝛe by Sea 
the whole garriſon vnder his charge, with all maner of ryches artyllery. munition, a other thinges 
belongyng to any Englylhe perſon, Foz the doyng wherof, beyng hym ſelfe hurt in the thygh with a 
Got at a bꝛeache, he committed the pꝛincipall charge therof to ſir hugh Pawlet, ſir Maurice Denis, 
kinyghtes, and the knyght Marchall maiſter Randolph, who at this pꝛelent are therin occupyed. 
And this is the trueth of the iuſt and neceſſary cauſe of returne of the ſayd Lieuetenaunt, Capternes, 
and garriſon : Such a cauſe as hathconftrayned both Heathen and Chꝛiſtian Emperours, to do the 
lyke, oꝛ ſometymes thynges ol leſſe aduauntage to them ſelues. And therefoze the courrages and 
actiuities of the ſayde garriſon, hauyng ben ſuch,as thennemies haue not let by many meanes to re⸗ 
commende beyonde they: accutomed maner ; Ind ſythen it can not be denyed, but that the plage in 
the Townehath herein bꝛought that to paſſe, that by mans fozce was eyther not poſſible, oz other⸗ 
wiſe not lykely : Her Maieſtie doubteth not, but all theſe her true, good, and valiaunt ſubiectes, has 
uyng thus lerued, and nowe returnyng to they: habitations, ſhall fynde at this tyme (as they haue 
well merited) fauour, helpe, and charitable ſuccour; accoꝛdyng to they: eſtates, and hereafter honoz, 
loue,and p:ayſe of they: countrey, whyleſt they lyue.
